menacing the new Baltic states, it Is 
indicated In a despatch received today 
from diplomatic sources, The message 
points out that the Armenian govern- 
ment Ja unable to deal with the Bol- 
sheviki, having on one hand the Turk- 
ish nationalists and on the other have 
accepted a Soviet regime. That gev- 
ernment however, has refused the Bol- 
sheviki demand that Soviet troope 
massed on the frontier be ailowed to 
penetrate the country as a condition 
10 participate in the peace negotia- 
| tions now In progress at Alexsnarovsk 
by the Armenians and the Turks. 

Georgta is said also to be a pre- 
carious situation, surrounded by the 
Bolsheviki on all sides. Competent 
authorities forecast that the entire 
Caucasus will become Soviet shortly. 
The greatest resistance is coming from 
the Mussulman Turks and the Bolshe- 
viki are discussing the entire question 
of the Caucasus at Tiflis.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 28\—By the 
Passage of the dyestuffs import regu- 
lations act, Great Britain has defin- 
{tely accepted the theory that poison 
gas will be the supreme weapon of 
the next war and at the same time 
has opened the way for the entry of 
German dyes into the United States, 
according to the views expresed to- 
night by chemical experts of. the gov- 
ernment, 

The British Act, which became a 
law yesterday, prohibits the importa- 
tion of dyestuffs into Great Britain 
| tor ten years which, government ex- 
perts declared will enable Britain to 


build up hep industry to a point of 
complete ind@pendence from the out- 
side world. 


Poison gas and dyestuffs both come 
from coal tar, it was explained, and 
from the manufacture of the com- 
mercial article to the production of 
the military weapon is but another 


step in a continuous process. By in-, 


suring the development of the dye 
industry, chemical experts here said 
/Great Britain has laid the ground- 
work for possible widespread unse of 
gas in warfare, as chemical factories 
dyestuffs to the production of poison 
{can turn from the manufacture of 
gas practically at will, 

Direct competition in this country 
between German and United States 
‘made dyes, also is seen by officials 
as a result of the British dyestuffs 


act.

It is pointed out in the telegram 
ithat Moscow endorses a resolution 
‘proposed to the congress*by Marcel 
Cachin, socialist deputy, for uncondi- 
{tional affiation with the third inter- 
nationale. It «ays the soviet Jead- 
ers in Russia regard it as “imbued 
with a e@pirit of reformism, and diplo- 
matic chicanery,” a middle road reso- 
hution presented by Jean TLongust, 
minority deader, ahd Paul MPaure, of 
the cenire party. 

The platform presented yesterday 
by (M. Faure provided ‘for adhesion to 
the Bolsheviki regime in principle, 
without acceptance of the twenty-one 
points imposed by Moscow. 

M. Faure presented ito the dele- 
gates figures showing material de- 
creases of the memberships in the 
union syndicates of the Seine and the 
French confederation of labor. The 
confederation ‘membership has de- 
creased from 1:500,000 ito 600,000 he 
declared, while that of the Seine syn- 
dicates had decreased from 292,000 
to 140,00, 

He asserted this decrease way due 
to the extremists and that the ‘party 
would euffer further losses if the re- 
volutionary spirig of Moscow prevuil- 
ed.

Neither the pro- 
tective tariff, the unfavorable ex- 
change rate nor the luxury tax has 
availed to change the situation. 

For the 12 monthy imports totalled 
$1,348 000,000, as against $920,000,- 
000 for 1919, an increase of $425,000- 
000. Exports totalled $1/289,000,000 
as against $1,251:000,000, or an in- 
crease for thé period of only $38,- 
000,000. In recent months exports 
‘have been decreasing. Total rade

| LABOR COMMISSION 
CANDID AND SEVERE 
IRISH CROWN FORC 


|Government Did Not Directly In- 
spire Reprisals—More ‘Snlight- 
ened Method of Negotiation 


LONDON, Dec. 28.—Regarding the 
government's rewponsibility for re: 
prisals the Labor Commiesion addw: 

“We do not believe the government 
directly and definitely inspired repris- 
als and violence, but while it nas per- 
functorily denied certain occurrences 
which are beyond doubt, it hag asso- 
jclated itself with and defended crimes 
committed by the Crown forces in 
Ireland, Blame for the present situa- 
tion dées not rest primarily with the 
members of the Crown forces, but 
{wita the government.” 
| Among the points in the Commis- 
|slon’s report are the following: 
| “Even if only a part of fires which 
admittedly have occurred in many 
parta of Ireland during the past few 
months, were caueed by government 
agents, the case against the forces of 
the Crown and tne government can 
in our judgment be amply proved. 

‘There are #0 many undoubted 
‘cases of looting that the Commie- 
sion must add these crimes to those 
of burning and destruction. Many 
|cases of beating and other forms of 
‘punishment came to our notice, none 
lof which we were able to Investigate. 

“In some places there nas been a 
good deal of Clogging of the people. 

“Rough and brutal treatment of 
women is by no means the worst that 
hae to be anid against men in the ser- 
vice of the British Crown. Final eo- 
jution o¢ the Irish problem will ndt 
j be found in @ poner of violence and 
vengeance, It will aave to be found 
along the lines of conelliation and 
consent by a more enlightened method 
lof negottation.”

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Unemployment. 

The Saskatchewan Government 
has offered to contribute $5000 
per month each to the cities of 
Regina, Saskatoon and Moose 
Jaw, provided the civic and Fed- 
eral authorities spend twice the 
amount in relief work. The cities 
in question may gain an unfair 
notoriety from the announcement. 
They are not peculiar in respect 
to employment conditions among 
Western cities, unless in the num- 
ber of men out of work. The fact 
is that in all Western cities the 
coming of winter and the uncer- 
tain industrial outlook have com- 
bined to shorten the demand for 
labor. 

Unwelcome as it is to have this 
proclaimed from the housetops, it 
is dangerous to not let the fact be 
widely known. In the older parts 
of the continent, where population 
is more congested, and where a 
larger proportion of people are 
helplessly dependent upon wage- 
earning, the closing of factories 
and curtailment of business gen- 
erally has thrown hundreds of 
thousands out of employment. If 
it were allowed to be inferred that 
things were about ‘‘as usual’’ in 
the Western cities we would likely 
have a mid-winter migration of 
workless and moneyless people 
from the eastern centres. That 
would be a development worse in 
its effect than any that can from 
letting the outside world know 
that for the time ‘the Western 
cities have no work to offer to 
outsiders. 

That is substantially the case. 
If the industrial population of 
Western cities is comparatively 
small, it is for the next few months 
fortunate that it is not larger, The 
curtailment process is under way 
here, as in the East. If less is 
heard of it, that is because fewer 
people are affected, not because 
those who are affected are better 
off than thousands in the eastern 
centres where the factories have 
shut down. The West can take 
care of its own unemployment 
problem, It cannot provide work 
during the winter for people who 
may come to the Western cities in 
hope of finding ready jobs» For 
the time, these are not 'to be had. 


More Complaints. 


The German foreign minister 
complains that not a week passes 
but demands are made upon Ger- 
many which ean only be satisfied 
by the sacrifice of important Ger- 
man interests. That is likely 
enough. How could it be other- 
wise if justice has anything to do 
with the course of affairs? The 
sacrifices that Germany has been 
called upon to make are not com- 
parable to the sacrifices it was 
planned to impose upon the other 
nations if Germany had won the 
war, And Germany has not been 
ealled'upon to pay for any consid- 
erable fraction of the damage it 
inflicted upon the world in the 
attempt to make Wilhelm master | 
of all creation. If a country per-! 
mits itself to be made the instru- 
ment of a would-be world, con- 
queror it cannot expect to escape 
sharing in the common disaster if 
the scheine fails. No doubt Ger- 


‘ many finds that the war was a bad 


thing for it. That can’t be helped. 
The intended vietims are entitled 
to be excused from as much of 
the economic consequences as the 
assailant can be made to bear. The 
junkers are as good at whining 
when they have to pay as they 
were at boasting when they 
started for Paris. Their lamenta- 
tions do not obscure the fact that 
they are getting off more easily 
than they deserve, 
Deflating the Boom.

| bad news, it is to be feared that 
they will not be lonesome by the 
'time spring comes again. What 
is happening in that state is that 
the farmers and the banks and the 
Government are all trying to 
figure out a way to make peace 
time prices pay war time prices 
for farms and yield war time 
profits. The same conundrum is 
engaging the attention of the same 
classes all over the middle west.

Those Bonds, Again. 


That twice-sold issue 
bonds is not sold yet. The Van- 
éouver firm that was first given 
an option on them failed to find 
buyers, and the bonds came back. 
Now the Portland firm which later 
undertook to distribute thei 
among investors in the western 
states has closed its doors, and its 
president is in the clutches of the 


police. The bonds are due to make 
another return trip to their home 
town. 

That at least is the hope, and 
also that the return will not be un- 
duly delayed by law suits. It is 
believed that the city is no further 
involved than the consequences of 
the failure to find purchasers. As 
for the unfortunate clients of the 
brokerage company, who bought 
interim certificates in expectation 
that these would be redeemed with 
bonds, they apparently will have 
to take care of themselves, with 
the assistance of the U.S. courts. 
As ¢ertificates are understood to 
have been sold covering about 
one-quarter of the issue, it is pos- 
sible that this portion of the bonds 
may be tied up until the courts 
find out what the company did 
with the money the purchasers 
paid for them; or even until the 
gone through the 
process of liquidation and it is 
found how many of the bonds its 
assets will pay for. Ultimately it 
is expected that the city will get 
back ‘the unsold bonds, plus the 
cash for 80 many as the company 
has assets enough to pay for and 
turn over to the buyers of its in- 
terim certificates. 

Meantime, the date on which the 
money is needed is drawing near. 
Early next month the city has 
bonds falling due in New York, to 
meet which the floating of the new 


of city 


issue was undertaken. The new 
council will thus find itself in- 
itiated early into the intricate 


complexities of civic finance, with 
the probable objective of arrang- 
ing some sort of compromise with 
the New York bank for an exten- 
sion of time. Fortunately our fin- 
ancial relations in the eastern 
metropolis were established with 
a ‘bank having assured perman- 
ency, and well able to concede the 
postponement of the payment if 
inclined to do so. The city, of 
course, will have to pay for the: 
accommodation it is thus compell- 
ed to seek because of the abortive 
attempts to market its bonds in 
B-C. and the Western States. 

It may be as well if, when the 
city makes a third attempt to float 
this issue, the effort is made in 
another direction. The Eastern 
money market is not in altogether 
favorable condition, but at least 
there is money there to be got, and 
financial firms whose recommen- 
dation to the investing public 
makes a sale tolerably certain, We 
have twice tried the expedient of 
commissioning brokers to hawk 
our securities on the Pacifie slope.

60,000 PUPILS 
ENROLLED FOR 
TECH. EDUCATION 


Federal Director Gill Makes His 
Report on Worx for Past 
Year 


Ottawa, Dec, 28—(Canadian Press), 
More than 60,000 pupils enrolled dur- | 
ing the year ended June 30, 1920, un- 
der the federal government's scheme 
of assisting technical education 
throughout the provinces. Of this 
number 51,827 attended evening 
courses and 8,512 took their training 
during the day. There were also 207 
receiving correspondence instruction 
in the provinces of British Columbia 
and Alberta, These figures were an- 
nounced today by Dr. L. G. Gill, di- 
rector of technical education, 

There was a total of 1,810 teachers 
in the various provinces, of whom: 
1,423 were at evening schools, 384 
|day schools and three in correspon- 
dence departments. The tota) num- 
ber of schools in the dominion where 
technical or vocational training was 
under way under the act was 139. Of; 
these 98 were evening, 12 day and 29! 
day and evening. The province of On-, 
tario led in numbers with 38 evening | 
and 13 day and evening schools; Nova 


and 4 day and evening, 
One Province Behind 


During the school year ending Jane 
| 30, Prince Edward Island was the 
}only province where advantage had 
not been taken of the federal scheme. 
'An agricultural and technical school 
|has since been opened there, how- 
ever. 

{| Dr, Gill stated that the expenditure 
during the school year had been about 
one half of the appropriation, which 
jwas $700,000, For this amount ex- 
pended by the dominion government, 
there was a similar amount spent by 
the provinces under the terms of the 
tact. I n the schools, pupils are given 
vocational training to fit tiem tor 
whatever work they wish*to take up. 
In all the provinces except Saskatche- 
wan and Prince Edward Island spe- 
cial officers had been appointed to 
superintend the work «wf the voca- 
tional training schools, and Dr, Gill! 
stated that he had found all the 
provinces anxious to work harmoni- 
ously with the dominion government 
in this matter, ‘ 

Greater Accommodation 

With the development of the work, 
however, it had become evident that} 
there must be provision for greater 
accommodation in. the way of techni- 
cal schools, and there must also be 
provision for the better training of 
teachers for this special work. At 
present teachers were hard to secure 
and to overcome the shortage of suit- 
ably trained instructors, Dr, Gill sug- 
gested that either a national institu- 
tion be established with the co-op- 
eration of the provinces, whero teach- 
ers could be trained for the work in 
all sections, or that the provinees get 
together and have two such institu- 
tions, one east and the other west of!

Anxiety r 


London Dec, 28—Calls for Great 
Britain, Japan and the United States 
to curtail naval expenditures by mu- 
tual agreement were featured by a 
number of London newspapers this 
morning. In following this course the 


| Journals give expression to the anxiety 


which has prevailed here since the re- 
ceipt of reports of the new United 
States naval program —— an anxiety 
which may be traced to the assump- 
tion that if the United States builds a 
big navy, Great Britain must do like- 
wise. 

The Morning Post laments that poli- 
tictans in the United States have chos- 
en a moment when the war-time fel- 
lowship of the British and United 
States navies, and the ‘chivalrous 
courtesy of American samen" have 
united the naval services of the two 
nations, “to declare, in effect, that the 
British navy is a potential menace to 
America.” 

The newspaper complains in this 
connection of the “essential contra- 
diction between American politics and 
American practice.” 

Professing no desire to question the 
right of the United States to build as 
large a navy as she thinks proper, and 
admitting the United States can afford 
to build the biggest na¥y in the world, 
while Great Britain cannot, the Post 
contends that “the conclusion of a 
working arrangement between the Un- 
ited States and Great Britain would 
do more to establish and maintain 


the peace of the world than any other 
plan conceivable,” and urges that
